He recites the 
fact that General Shatter disobeyed 
orders in occupying fever infected 
houses and permitting Cuban refugees 
to mix with the American troops, and 
he claims that the authorities at Wash- 
ington allowed the plans of his Porto 
Rloo campaign to leak oat to such an 
extent as to render thorn useless and 
dangerous.
